Police Must Pay Debts. 

Chicago*.—A lieutenant of police, a 
sergeant and forty-one patrolmen were 
suspended from the police force for 
non-payment of debt. The suspension 
was ordered by Chief of Police Kipley 
and will be effective until the police¬ 
men have paid their creditors. The 
Civil Service Commission sanctioned 
the order of the Chief. The debts con¬ 
sist of accounts for groceries, meats and 
furnishings. It is the first time the 
Police Department lias taken a rigorous 
course to enforce the payment of debts 
by policemen. 

The suspension was ordered by Chief 
Kipley after numerous complaints had 
been made by the creditors and after 
lie had endeavored to secure a settle¬ 
ment for them. 

Results of Kite Experiment*. 

Asbury Park.—It was demonstrated 
by William A. Eddy, the kite expert, 
that the ocean has far greater electrical 
effect than the laud. The experiment 
was made with one nine-foot kite and 
two six-footers. Attached to them were 
-000 feet of Bessemer steel wire. In¬ 
struments were then connected with the 
wire. When the kites were over land 
it was demonstrated that the electrical 
current in the air was only one-half of 
that which could be obtained when the 
kites were over the ocean. 

Call for Bids on New Battle-Ships. 

Washington.—The Navy Department 
has prepared its advertisement calling 
for bids for constructing the five battle¬ 
ships authorized by the acts of 1899 
and 1900. November 15th is fixed as 
the date for opening the bids. 

It is said that one-tbird of the cows 
kept in the United States for their 
milk do not pay for their keeping, and 
nearly a third more are not profitable. 
As a matter of fact, every successful 
dairyman must study the individuality 
of his cows, keep a sufficient record of 
quantity and quality of milk to know 
approximately the cost of production, 
and systematically weed out the herd.

The Nicaraguan Congress has ap¬ 
proved the commercial reciprocity 
treaty between Nicaragua and the 
United States. 

The strike of railway mechanics 
against the Canadian Pacific Railway 
has been declared off and the men in 
all the shops, from Fort William to 
Vancouver, have returned to work. 

President Loubet has been accorded 
the Russian order of St. Andrew, 
which, together with an autograph 
letter from Emperor Nicholas will be 
presented to him at Ramboulit by the 
Russian Embassador, Prince Ourossoff. 

A cable from Brussels says: it is 
semi-official ly announced that King 
Leopold’s gift to his nephew, Prince 
Albert, on the occasion of his marriage, 
will be his throne. He will abdicate, 
so the Soir says. Leopold II will 
complete the thirty-fifth year of his 
reign on December 10th. 

Direct telegraphic communication be¬ 
tween the United States and Germany 
was opened the other day through the 
new German cable, in conjunction with 
ttie Commercial Cable Company’s sys¬ 
tem from New York to Fayal and 
thence to Emden, Germany. Messages 
were exchanged between the German 
Emperor and President McKinley. 

It is rumored that the Great North¬ 
ern, the Northern Pacificc and the 
Union Pacific railroads have entered 
into an agreement to cease unprofitable 
competition for transcontinental busi¬ 
ness and to strengthen rates to the 
normal figure. The three lines hope to 
force ttie Santa Fe, which lately has 
become one of the strongest competitors 
for transcontinental traffic., to be a 
party to the arrangement. 

As a result of the tension between 
the Roumanian and Bulgarian govern¬ 
ments, due to thedemand of the former 
for the suppression of the Macedonian 
Revolutionary Committee, a frontier 
conflict took place between Roumanian 
and Bulgarian peasants at Verciorova, a 
few miles from the celebrated “iron 
gate” of the Danube, ou the Roumanian 
side of the stream. Two Bulgarians 
were killed and many of both parties 
were wounded. 

General Randall estimates that there 
are 1000 persons at Nome iu danger of 
starvation. Information received from 
several official and unofficial sources 
shows that the Alaskan Indians along 
the coast from Cape Nome are in a 
serious condition. The miners, it is 
rumored, have gathered for their own 
use nearly all of the driftwood which 
the Indians have been accustomed to 
depend upon for their winter fuel, and 
in some instances the cabins of the In¬ 
dians have been torn down by the min¬ 
ers and the wood used by them regard¬ 
less of the suffering Indians. In addi¬ 
tion to these afflictions it is said that 
the grip in a most virulent form has 
broken out among the Indians, and that 
altogether tlieir ease is one which tails 
for immediate succor. The Govern¬ 
ment has taken hold of the matter, and 
no doubt provisions, clothing and medi¬ 
cal attention through the Marine Hos¬ 
pital Service will be forthcoming. 


TO WORK BEACH SANDS. 

Chicago Man Proposer* to Put Up a 
Cyanide Plant in Alaska. 

Chicago.—After four months of the 
rough experiences in Alaska C. F. 
Periolat is home from that country 
with $165 worth of gold nuggets in 
his possession, some splendid speci¬ 
mens of Alaskan furs, and with plans 
for a ♦(50,000 cyanide plant to be es¬ 
tablished next year on Yakatoga 
beach. 

Last May, with James Burns of New 
York, Arthur Custer of Salt Lake City. 
ex-Congressman T. S. Singheiser of 
Idaho and George F. Wilson of Spo¬ 
kane, Wash., Mr. Periolat started for 
Alaska for the fourth time. They went 
to Alaska to investigate the Yakatoga 
beach to ascertain if gold was there in 
profitable quantities. 

Mr. Periolat said: “In this beach 
there is flour gold only. The cyanide 
process only will save it. We have 
claims to a tract that should be valu¬ 
able. It will be easily worked, as the 
gold is sifted through the sands in 
veins and pockets. The day of high 
prices for foodstuffs is gone in that 
coast country, and the sands can be 
handled with profit. 


HOLLAND A WONDER. 

Remarkably Sitcceanful In Newport 

Harbor. 

Newport, R. I.—One of the most im¬ 
portant tests that has ever lieen made 
at the naval torpedo station since its 
establishment took place one night last 
week, and the results obtained were 
highly satisfactory. It was a search¬ 
light test upon a night attack by the 
submarine torpedo boat Holland, and it 
showed that it will take more than a 
powerful searchlight to pick up the 
Holland after dark, and that she could 
run upon and sink any war vessel she 
might wish. It was also the first time 
that the Holland has ever lieen exclu¬ 
sively operated by a naval crew, and 
it was in charge of Lieutenant Caldwell, 
who was Admiral Dewey’s secretary. 
They opreated the boat in a manner 
which proves that others besides the 
builders are capable of handling her. 

The attack was made on the United 
States tug Leyden, and the torj>edo 
boats Rodgers and Morris were also 
brought into use. After the attacking 
boats got well away the Leydon turned 
on her searchlight, ami at the same 
time the powerful light at the station 
was also thrown on the bay. The Hol¬ 
land was carrying side lights, and 
while these were burning site was 
picked up, hut it was no easy matter. 
The torpedo boats, however, were 
picked up with ease, and could not at 
any time get near enough to torpedo 
the Leyden. 

The lights of the Holland were put 
out and then the most interesting part 
of the test began. The Holland shot 
across the surface of the water, but try 
as they would it was impossible to find 
the boat, which was running awash. 
For half an hour the latydon watche<| 
for the Holland, but no signs of lief 
could be seen. She was last seen ir| 
the line of a ferry-boat, and some fears 
were expressed for her safety, but 
finally the lights were put out and thq 
Leyden returned to the torpedo station* 
Tiie Holland was found tied up for the 
night. 

The crew of the Holland say that 
after putting out their side lights they 
came for the Leyden in the rays of he# 
searchlight until within about 150 feet, 
near enough to use a torpedo with 
deadly effect, then she was headed 
across the bay and went equally near 
the flagship New York. They changed 
her course and headed for Newport, 
following in the wake of the Jamestown 
ferry. The crew said that they thought 
several times tliat they had been picked 
up, and were surprised when told that 
such was not the case. The boat wife* 
not fully submerged, and the deck was 
not under water at any time. 


FIGHT OVER INDIAN TRADE. 

Battle B«tw««u Canadians and Ameri¬ 
cans Near Great Slave Lake* 

Winnipeg, Man. — A half-breed 
named Couillad has just brought word 
of serious trouble in the Great Slave 
Lake district, where the American anti 
Canadian trailers liave lutd a fight over 
the trade witli the Indians. The Ameri¬ 
cans, it was charged, liad smuggled 
large quantities of supplies in, and 
were thus able to undersell the Cana¬ 
dians. They also furnished whisky to 
the Indians. The Edmonton traders 
grew furious at losing their trade, ami 
a fight ensued. Shooting became gen¬ 
eral, and tiie Indians, siding with the 
Americans, joined in. Finally the 
Americans, who numbered about fif¬ 
teen, fled to the timber. One of them, 
August Briese, said to hail from Seat¬ 
tle, was shot and fatally injured, ami 
several of his companions were less 
seriously hurt. Mounted |tolice have 
been sent to the scene. It is feared 
that the Indians may become restless 
and an outbreak may ensue. This 
trouble occurred three weeks ago, and 
it will be some time before news can 
be had.

The brothers 
then sent for Count Boni, and, after 
imposing upon him some rather severe 
conditions, put up enough money to 
pay the main creditors and stop the 
sale. 

Some well-informed friends allege 
that Boni, when he saw how desirous 
the Gould family was to prevent the 
scandal of a sale under the hammer, 
took advantage of the situation and re¬ 
fused to accept any help unless all his 
debts were wiped out.

Berkeley.—The attendance at the 
University of California has now far 
outgrown the expectaitons of the col¬ 
lege authorities at the opening of the 
year, and as more and more students 
try to find places in the halls the over¬ 
crowding of the institution becomes 
more apparent each day. The total 
figures are almost made up, but appli¬ 
cants continue to come in. The total 
number of students in tiie whole uni¬ 
versity tliis* year, according to Presi¬ 
dent Wheeler's estimate, will be more 
than 3000, placing it in advance, in 
point of numbers, of all the great East¬ 
ern colleges with the exception of Har¬ 
vard. 

The University hasniade a great leap 
in advance of its standing point of two 
years ago. The freshman class is 44 
per cent larger than the one that en¬ 
tered in 1898. The attendance in the 
upper classes shows an increase of 15 
per cent over last year. The total 
number of new students entering is 
704. Of these sixty are graduate stu¬ 
dents, leaving 539 regulars and 110 
specials in the freshman class. The 
number of regular freshmen a year ago 
was 374. The total attendance in the 
colleges at Berkeley last year was 1986. 
This year it will beat least 2300. Add¬ 
ing the students iu the professional de¬ 
partments the whole number iu the 
University will reach 3000. The fig¬ 
ures for the professional schools are un¬ 
certain, as work does not commence iu 
them until next week, but the esti¬ 
mates are conservative. 

Commenting upon this statement of 
figures President Wheeler said: “Ten 
years ago there were only 457 students 
in the University. Thu increase lias 
been, therefore, from 457 to 2300, or 
more than 400 per cent. There are 
more than nine students now at Berke¬ 
ley where there was one fifteen years 
ago. The buildings swarm like hives, 
rooms are overcrowded, and in many of 
them extra seats are brought into the 
aisles. The divisions of the classes, 
in subjects like elementary mathe¬ 
matics anil languages, are two or three 
times as large as tiiey should he. 

“The sudden increase of thoHe last 
two years, which is tiie continuance of 
a tendency manifesting itself strongly 
during tiie last five years, is likely to 
continue. Southern California, which 
formerly sent a relatively small propor¬ 
tion of the students, has now increased 
its representation until one in eight, or 
possibly one in seven, of all students 
come from Southern California. Of 
the new students 48 per cent are 
women, a larger proportion than usual. 
The total attendance of the University 
I have already estimated at 3000. 
Harvard’s total numbers for last year 
were 4091, Columbia 2208, Yale 2517, 
Cornell 2240, Princeton 1194 anti Chi¬ 
cago 1942.” 

The crowding in the classes may be 
illustrated by a single incident. A girl 
in one of Professor Setchell’s botany 
classes went up to tiie instructor and 
said: “Professor Setchell, isn’t there 
a chair or stool in the building that 1 
can possibly have? 1 have been sitting 
on a meteorite for these two weeks and 
it is not very comfortable.” 

OIL LAMPS FOR PARIS. 

Powerful Light* That Hay Supemeile 
tiaa and Electricity. 

New York.— A cable to the Telegram 
from Paris says: The very latest thing 
in the Ville Luntiere is that it is about 
to be lighted by oil. Paris, as a mat¬ 
ter of fact, has already, in addition to 
gas and electricity, oil lamps which 
give a powerful light. 

They were installed a few days ago 
in the Quai des Tuileries for the pur¬ 
pose of lighting the whole Tuileries 
gardens. One band of light extends to 
the water’s edge across the river and 
illuminates the opposite bank of the 
Seine. Each of these petroleum lamps 
lias 1000 candle-power. If the experi¬ 
ment of lighting up the dense gloom in 
parts of the Quai des Tuileries, which 
has been expressly chosen for the 
purpose, is successful, it is generally 
believed that petroleum lamps will 
shortly replace gas and electricity in all 
the large squares and open places in 
the capital, and will also be utilized 
for lighting the Bois de Boulogne.

Per¬ 
haps crime Is not caused by bad habits 
and bad associations, but by a criminal 
tendency, and that one of the manifes¬ 
tations of a criminal tendency may be 
bad habits and bad associations. Phy¬ 
sicians of the soul, as well as physi¬ 
cians of the body, have frequently mis 
taken cause for effect. 

A vigorous crusade against profanity 
has been instituted lu Washington, 
I). C. In the interest of morality and 
good taste let us wish a prosperous cu- 
reer to the movement. “Cuss words” 
gre convenient to those whose vocabu¬ 
lary is meager and whose stock of ideas 
lig depleted. But the man of mature 
mind and dignity of character does not 
Seed profanity to help him over a crisis. 
Aside from the question of morals, pro¬ 
fanity Is to be condemned as vulgar, 
purity of thought is reflected lu purity 
Of speech. No man who has aH much 
respect for himself as he ought to have 
will disparage himself by using lau- 

H e which does not express the best 
is in him.

More than 
this ia of evil origin. This Is the same 
gg to sap: Say what you tneau, neither 
■lore nor less. If your meaning is pure 
and manly your words will correspond. 

As a target for political talk and . 
factor to be dealt with in campaign tm- 
|jyf the young tuuu jr.si passing his 


areatfnl majority, and ready to bo 
gathered into the fold of one or the 
other party, has become more and more- 
important. The advantages of "young 
blood” are frequently emphasised in 
the arena of vote-getting. Y'oung men 
are given the reins of party manage¬ 
ment, and sometimes, when their eld¬ 
ers are reluctant to yield, enter a vigor¬ 
ous struggle for supremacy. This Is a 
signal of the advent of a new era. The 
people and their public servants are 
progressing to a stage where the ideas 
and standards of a quarter of a cen¬ 
tury ago no longer dominate. It Is 
doubtful, however. If numerous acces¬ 
sions of young men to State and na¬ 
tional legislative bodies Is altogether 
a hopeful sign. Young men have 
served with distinction as legislators 
at different periods during the last cen¬ 
tury, there being no more conspicuous 
example than that of Henry Clay, who 
became Speaker of the House when he 
was one of Its most youthful members. 
Young men must come to the front, and 
old ami tried leaders must give way 
with the mutations of polities, but it Is 
the almost universal verdict that poli¬ 
tics as a business is not profitable. This 
is true, most of ail, for the later genera¬ 
tion of voters. There is a phase of the 
question, however, which is proper 
cause for congratulation. Progress in 
political methods and in the selection 
of candidates which stimulates men to 
an Interest in popular government, to 
attend the primaries, turn out on elec¬ 
tion day, and assist in keeping down 
abhorrent Influences, is good. The agi¬ 
tation regarding the attitude of young 
men In the campaign, as far as it quick¬ 
ens zeal to that end, is altogether to be 
commended. We have enough ward 
heelers and professional politicians of 
immature years. 

The Jester case presented difficulties 
for thd philosopher which the common 
sense of a jury lias removed. Thirty 
years ago Alexander Jester was indict¬ 
ed for the murder of Gilbert W. Gates. 
He escaped from jail and was not 
found until a few years ago. A new in¬ 
dictment was prepared against him, 
and tie was prosecuted by the State, 
with the assistance of lawyers hired by 
wealthy relatives of the murdered man. 
But the Jester accused of the murdei 
of Gates In 1871 and the Jester tried for 
the murder in 1900 were two different 
men. The first Jester was compara¬ 
tively young, hot-headed, and passion¬ 
ate; the Jester brought back for trial 
was an old man, bent with years and 
worries. If he ever was a homicide the 
murderous instinct had long perished 
in his bosom. But the law was plain. 
There is no statute of limitations for 
murder. Jester, the .septuagenarian, 
must stand trial for the offense of tliq 
other Jester, and if the jury found him 
guilty must hang. Fortunately, juried 
are human, though the law Is stony. 
The evidence against the prisoner wus| 
strong, but in the eyes of the jurors It 
did not appear as evidence against thiq 
white-haired old man, but against an¬ 
other person whom t lie inexorable 
years had slain. They refused to put a 
noose around the neck of Alexander 
Jester In 1900 for the crime perpetrated 
by the Alexander Jester who had been 
ills predecessor in that withered frame. 
In short, they modified tin* law to meet 
the requirements of good sense. No * 
public benefit could be conferred by 
the punishment of this poor, dead vol- 
enno. Since the purpose of the law lu 1 
decreeing death for murder is not to | 
kill the murderer, but to make an ex- 1 
ample, they acquitted the prisoner. - 
holding that neither the human race in 1 
general nor that part of it residing in 1 
the Stute of Missouri would be bene¬ 
fited by tile spectaele of a man of 70 
swinging in uir for the crime which an- 1 
other man had committed. We think 
they were right about it. 

Superstition About Photographs. 

The Formosan aborigines regard pho¬ 
tography with strong superstition. 
Toward the close of September last 
the heir of the chieftain of a certain 
tribe and several other young men vis¬ 
ited tlie Toseikaku pacification uud re¬ 
clamation office, and in the course of 
their stay they offered themselves to 
tie photographed. Lately several of 
those young men appeared at the same 
ottiee and requested that their por¬ 
traits should be returned to them, for 
they heard to their surprise from the 
elders of the tribe that persons who are 
photographed nre in u similar condition 
as if their souls had been abstracted, 
and hence they would he sure to suffer 
serious Injury. The only way to pro¬ 
vide against this calamity luy lu burn¬ 
ing all the photographs. The people 
earnestly tried to undeceive the young 
men, but without effect, and were 
therefore obliged to give them their 
photographs. 

X Kays and Vegetation. 

An Italian seieutlst who has been in¬ 
vestigating the efleet of Koentgeu rays 
on vegetable life concludes that their 
action is identical with that of light. 
Continuing his experiments in the 
realm of micro-organisms, he thinks he 
lias discovered that on these also their 
action is similar to that of light. Vari¬ 
ous investigators have previously ob¬ 
tained negative results, but these he 
attributes to the brief duration of the 
exposures.

MEDICINAL VALUE OF SALT. 

Few People Appreciate the Many Vir¬ 
tues of the Article. 

Salt is such a common article in the 
household that many of us do uot suffi¬ 
ciently appreciate it as being of high 
medicinal value. Many aud various are 
the remedial uses to which it may be 
put. and the free use of salt goes far to 
preserving health in the home. As a 
dentifrice common salt may be relied 
ou. By its judicious use the teeth are 
kept white, the gums hard, and the 
breath sweet. When tlie gums are 
spongy the mouth should be washed 
out twice a day with salt and water, i 
Warm salt and water, held lu the i 
mouth, will sometimes banish tooth¬ 
ache and at least make the affliction i 
iighter, while it is both safe and easy ! 
to try. 

Again, equal parts of alum aud salt, 1 
or even sail alone, placed on a piece of 
cotton wool and inserted in the hollow ( 
of an aching tooth will often give relief 
when other means have failed. To allay ; 
neuralgic pains in the head and face j 
take a small bag of ffaunel, fill with j 
suit, heat thoroughly and apply to the 
affected part. A bag of salt placed hot 
In the feet or any portion of the body 
is better for giving and keeping 
warmth than is the conventional brick j 
or hot water bottle. Salt placed ou the i 
gum when a tooth lias been extracted 1 
will prevent profuse bleeding at such a | 
lime. An excellent gargle for the throat I 
is simple salt and water. Many serious i 
cases of throat affection might be cured 
by the use of this alone, if only taken 
in time, gargling every hour or half 
hour, us the need warrants. A flannel 
cloth, wrung out of salt water, is also 1 
a.u excellent remedy for simple sore I 
throat. Salt In tepid water is a handy 
emetic; ns an antidote for the poison : 
silver nitrate or lunar caustic give salt j 
and water freely. For poisoning by 
alcohol an emetic of warm salt and j 
water should be given and repeated ' 
often. -Philadelphia Times. 

Captain Sigsbee’s Valley.

We have the 
authority of Prof. Alexander Agassiz 
for saying that the success of the sci¬ 
entific party in the Blake was largely 
due uot only to ('apt. Sigsbee’s capacity ! 
as a commander and to ills active Inter- j 
est iu scientific investigation,but to the 
numerous Improvements in tlie appara- ■ 
tus for deep sea dredging and sounding [ 
originating with him.—New York lu- ! 
dependent.

MANY BANK ROBBERIES TRACED 
TO THIS CLASS. 

Are Known to Detectives Under the 
Name of “Yeggmen" —Rival Other 
Burglars or Cracksmen In Fearless¬ 
ness-Careless with Nttro Glycerin. 

“Once more ‘Topeka Joe,’ the notori¬ 
ous ’hobo’ burglar and cracksman. Is 
under arrest," said W. A. Pinkerton at 
his office In Chicago the other day. 
"The latest crime of this crook calls at¬ 
tention to the fact that tlie ’hobo crim¬ 
inal is becoming pretty ubiquitous, uot 
only in the Chicago region, but ever}- 
where else in the country. As an oper-

ator he Is getting to be more formid¬ 
able aud more to lie dreaded tliau the 
gentleman burglar. 

“ ‘Topeka Joe’ lias been in trouble 
before and has twice been behind 
prison bars. He is a perfect type of 
tlie ‘hobo’ safeblower. A few weeks 
ago he robbed a bank in Williamsburg. 
Va., by blowing open the safe. Tlie 
other day only wc succeeded iu catch¬ 
ing him away out in Portland. Ore., 
where he is now under arrest awaiting 
extradition to Virginia. The appear¬ 
ance of large (lumbers of criminals 
from the tramp class is a recent devel¬ 
opment. Six or-"seven years ago the 
modern ’hobo’ expert was comparative¬ 
ly unknown In criminal circles. To-day

But the yeggniau is made 
of entirely different material. As an 
exhibitor of a fearless or don't-care 
spirit, or whatever you want to call 
It. he is entitled to the banner over all 
tlie burglars, thieves and cracksmen of 
the day. lie will often hang ou to Ids 
project aud try to get results even 
when the noise of the exploding safe 
has brought citizens on the run to the 
scene, lie doesn't seem to lie much of 
a rusher for safety.

Sugar Juice Piped. 

One of tbe marvelous accomplish¬ 
ments of the Utah Mormons Is their 
beet sugar Industry In the valley of the 
Great Salt Lake, where 18,000,000 
pounds of white sugar are turned out 
each year. Cheap as sugar Is, the Mor¬ 
mons make a good profit In the manu¬ 
facture of It, and largely because of 
their Ingenious device to deliver the 
juice from the vats to the factories, 
twenty-two miles distant Instead of 
transporting it at what would be pretty 
heavy expense, the Mormons pump the 
juice from vat to factory In a three- 
inch pipe. This enables the juice to be 
made into sugar close to the producing 
center, ami saves a large amount of 
money that would have to be employed 
otherwise, in the transportation. The 
beet sugar Industry of these people Is 
in tffle hands of a company that appor¬ 
tions to each farmer the amount of 
land he may devote to the raising of 
the beet. The company pays cash divi¬ 
dends regulnrly of 10 to 20 per cent a 
year and dividends of something like 
20 per cent on the stock.—New York 
Press.

Oleo Formula. 

Notwithstanding the protests of the 
oleo trust and its friends in Congress, 
the various formulas for making oleo¬ 
margarine have been made public, and 
they are at least interesting. One of the 
processes for making the kind of butter 
that Is sold In Pennsylvania as a dairy 
product is thus described in the patent 
office records: 

“The process consists In first forming 
a soap emulsion of the fats or fatty 
oils with caustic soda; then precipi¬ 
tate the lyes; then applying chlorinated 
alkaline lye or chlorinated gas to the 
soap emulsion.” 

That sounds like a recipe for making 
soft soap, but when the color is added 
the result Is gilt edge “creamery” but¬ 
ter for the Pennsylvania market

Blsulph&te of lime, borax, salicylic

'tin* iutlncnce of Food. 

It is the food that gives tlip flavor to 
the milk, the egg, the flesh of animals 
or fowl, or we may as propel l.v say the 
food and driuk, for botli are absorbed 
by the digestive organs and passed into 
the system. In our search for the 
cheapest food, or that which will pro¬ 
duce the most, we are apt sometimes 
to forget that the quality needs to be 
considered for home use and for mar¬ 
ket. Good corn and its products gives 
a better flavor to all the above than 
any other food we know, and it gives to 
these products a$ much nutritive quali¬ 
ties as any other food that is not ob 
jectionnble In flavor or In some other 
way. It is not a perfect food, or a 
complete food in all ways, but needs 
other foods with it, and one of the arts 
of the skillful feeder is to see how he 
can best combine those foods so as to 
feed as much corn as may be profitable 
without injuring the health of the ani¬ 
mal. We all know how much better 
Is the flesh of the steer or hog fattened 
on corn than on other feeds, and poul¬ 
try, eggs hud tnilk are also milch bet¬ 
ter when corn is a large part of the diet 
than when cheaper grains are used, 
while many foods may actually give 
unpleasant flavors. 

Doi-p isoi! Noedcil for Hoots. 

The Cornell Experiment Station 
showed by Illustration in n recent bulle¬ 
tin the difference in form between 
beets grown upon a plot where the sub¬ 
soil was well loosened so that roots 
could penetrate it easily, and those 
grown where the subsoil was hard. In 
the former ease the beets were smooth 
and a regular taper from just below the 
crown downward. Those on the hard 
subsoil were shorter and were obliged 
to branch out a number of side roots, 
making them hard to handle and lese 
valuable for sugar making. They also 
grow more out of the ground. A sim¬ 
ilar result was noticed when fertilizer 
was us(d for growing beets. The same 
thing must be true of many other root 
crops, and they suggest that if potatoe« 
had a more mellow and well drained 
soil beneath the seed they would not 
he so likely to expand upward and 
grow out of ground. They may be cor¬ 
rect In this point, but we have thought 
that the growing out of ground was a 
matter In wlfich the variety made most 
of the difference, some kinds requiring 
much hilling up to prevent out growing, 
while others put their roots down deep¬ 
er when on the same soil. 


LdschtniiiK j„ the Potato Field. 

A London dispatch says: Experi¬ 
ments in growing potatoes by elec¬ 
tricity have ben undertaken by the 
Irish Agricultural Board. Father 
Glynn, of Athea, Limerick, In charge 
of the experiments, studded a potato 
patch with lightning conductors con¬ 
nected by wires running through the 
patch. The result was an Increase of 
80 per cent In the yield in the section 
so treated. Should th^ official experi¬ 
ments bear out this experience, a sol¬ 
vent for the chronic distress In the woot 
of Ireland will have been found. Hor¬ 
ace Plunkett, M. P., Vice President of 
the Agricultural Board, says: “Thlo 
most remarkable phenomenon may bo 
the forerunner of a revolution In agri¬ 
culture. The evidence furnished H 
the genuineness of Father Glyun’s ex¬ 
periment are incontrovertible” 


Huy Tea for Calves. 

Tea, which Is quite satisfactory for 
rearing young calves, can be made by 
boiling hay In a reasonable allowance 
of water. The soluble nutrients of the 
hay pass Into the water under soak 
treatment, and are palatable and nour¬ 
ishing to the young calves. To the hay 
tea add mixtures of either linseed 
meal, oatmeal or middlings cooked la 
gruel form. For calvea a few months 
old, feed any and all the grains Just 
named, according to the wishes of the 
animal, for prices for feeding staffs am 
not Important in comparison 
thrifty animals and satisfactory
